VETO MESSAGE 


I, Robert E. Armstrong, Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne, hereby veto Reso¬ 
lution R-08-76 for the following reasons: 

A law suit against the City has already been filed by a number of firefighters 
allegedly aggrieved by this Administration’s adherence to state law giving the 
Mayor and his Board of Safety absolute and complete control over operation 
of the Fire Department. This Resolution, which seeks to have the City Coun¬ 
cil become a party to that lav? suit, is an obvious and blatant attempt to have 
the City pay the costs of the action against itself. 

The pending action was brought by several individual firefighters, and the at¬ 
tendant costs should be borne by them and them alone. It is unfair to expect 
the taxpayers of Fort Wayne to bear the costs of a law suit filed by individuals. 

The issue will be resolved without the intervention of City Council as a plain¬ 
tiff and, if the members of the City Council are truly concerned about the fire¬ 
fighters named as plaintiffs in the aforementioned action, they v/ill Join the suit 
as individuals and pay their share of the costs themselves. 

I maintain that it establishes unacceptable precedent to permit two branches of 
the same government to commence legal action against each other, particularly 
in view of the fact that the costs of such action are, of necessity, paid by the' 
taxpayers. 

This Administration would be totally remiss in its duty to the taxpayers if we 
relinquished our obligation to administer the Fire Department; but, more es¬ 
pecially, if we allowed the taxpayers to pay the private legal expenses of in¬ 
dividuals with public funds such action would be a misappropriation of public 
funds.

Dear Sirs: 

It has been brought to my attention as attorney for the Fraternal 
Order of Police, Indiana Wayne Lodge No. 14, Inc. and the individual 
police officers who are parties plaintiff in Cause No. CC-75-1248, in 
the Allen Circuit Court, that there are certain meetings which have been 
set between the PBA representatives and the City of Fort Wayne. These 
accounts have generally come through newspaper reports of certain press 
conferences held by the attorneys for the PBA. 

The order entered by the Allen Circuit Court declares that the City 
of Fort Wayne has no legal authority to give bargaining rights to either 
the Patrolman's Benevolent Association or the Fraternal Order of Police. 
The Court further found that the City and the Common Council have no 
authority to enter into a labor relations contract with any of the par¬ 
ties and that any such agreements would be ultra vires and of no force 
and effect. The Court further enjoined the City and the PBA from impli-

menting any agreement entered into. You are hereby advised that any 
meetings or negotiations for the purpose of working out an agreement 
or resolving disputes between the City and the PBA will be considered by my 
clients to be a direct contempt of court. The plaintiffs in the above 
cited cause of action fully intend to file an information for contempt 
should such negotiations be held. 

It has been the desire of the Fraternal Order of Police and its 
members to conform to the general pattern of American labor law which 
has been established by legislation and through the courts. That general 
pattern has been, of course, the right of self-determination of the 
working man. The right to select his collective bargaining representa¬ 
tive. It has, of course, been our contention from the start, that 
the members of the Fort Wayne Police Department have been deprived 
of that right. Obviously, the Court agrees. The Fraternal Order of 
Police and its members have made it clear that they would be willing 
to abide by a properly conducted election to be held for the purpose 
of determining the extent of the bargaining unit and the organization 
which is to represent that bargaining unit. All of the strife, the 
discontent, the personal animosities and the problems in the day-to- 
day operation of the Police Department would be ended if the City and 
the PBA would be willing to observe the democratic processes which 
are so much a part of the American labor scene today. 

The Fraternal Order of Police makes the following proposal to 
the City and the PBA: 

1. The parties, that is the City, the Common Council, the PBA, and 
the FOP, by agreement, and with the consent of the Court, would hold two 
elections. These elections would be supervised by an organization mutual¬ 
ly agreeable tothe parties. Such organizations might be the American 
Arbitration Association, the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service, 
or representatives of the Indiana Department of Labor. 

2. The first election would be held for the purpose of determining 
the bargaining units. All policemen employed by the City of Fort Wayne 
Police Department would be eligible to vote. That vote would determine 
by ballot whether all policemen would be represented by one organization 
or whether or not patrolmen and members of officer rank should be repre¬ 
sented by different organizations. 

3. A second election would be held thirty to sixty days after the 
first election. The thirty to sixty days would be allowed for campaigning

by the organizations desiring to represent the bargaining units. 

If the first election resulted in a vote directing that there be two 
bargaining units, then the officers who are members of those bargaining 
units would be eligible to vote in the second election. Any organization 
evidencing a 30 percent showing of interest by members of the bargaining 
unit would be placed on the ballot. This conforms to practice of the 
National Labor Relations Board. Also, a line would be on the ballot for 
those who desire no organization to represent them. That is, a vote for 
no union. 

4. The winner of the election would then be the bargaining represen¬ 
tative for the respective bargaining units. Such a procedure would be 

in conformance with the provisions of Weest v. Board Of School Commissioners 

of the City of Indianapolis (1974) 320 N.E. 2d 748. 

5. As a part of the agreed settlement of this matter, all actions 
in Court would be dismissed and mutual releases would be executed by all 
parties. 

Fraternal Order of Police, Indiana Wayne Lodge 14, Inc., and its 
attorneys, stand ready to consult with you at any time on this matter. 

It is obvious that it is the desire of the FOP to resolve this entire 

dispute in a manner which will end the discord which is disturbing the 
City, its residents, and its Police Department.
